PRIZES: 

The sum of $250.00 in cash will be awarded to the 
exhibitors in this class as follows: 

First Prize on all exhibits scoring 42 points and over 
for flavor and a total of not less than 96.5 points. 
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Second Prize on all exhibits scoring 41.5 to 41.9 
points for flavor and a total of not less than 96 
points.

highest number will evaporate, and determine the 
percentage of, its moisture contents; the next in 
order will determine the percentage of butterfat in 
the sample; the fourth will titrate for salt contents 
and the fifth will record the particulars, calculate 


the remaining solids of the sample and complete the 
statement, which will afterwards be signed by all 
the members of the group and handed to the official 
in charge. The results of the several operations 
done by the members of each group will be credited 
equally to them all, hence, any errors that may be 
made will be chargeable to them all. Thirty min¬ 
utes’ time will be allowed for the completion of the 
composition test.
